The demonstrators 
clashed 


sporadically with police who 
were out in force to curb what 
some antigovernment leaders 
had billed as a "weekend of! 
confrontation." 


At least two persons were in- 


jured, a South Vietnamese pol- 
icy chief and a U.S. sailor. 


Three American vehicles, in- 


cluding a Navy truck and a sta- 
tion wagon believed to belong 
to the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency, were among the ve- 
hicles firefaombed by students. 


Late in the day, as bands of 


disabled veterans continued in- 
termittent street protests in 
Saigon, there was an uncon- 
firmed report that a fourth 
American 
vehicle 
was 
fire- 


bombed. 


Boycott Urged 


About 50 veterans, some on 


crutches, traveled about the 
city setting fire to election post- 
ers with Thieu's picture, build- 
ing street bonfires of wood and 
old tires and painting 
the 


streets with slogans urging vot- 
ers to boycott the Oct. 3 elec- 
tion. 


The earlier disturbances by 


students erupted two hours aft- 
er Thieu, in a radio appeal, 
urged the dissident groups not 
to "sabotage the great cause" 
or "fall into the trap of other 
people' ... Communists and 
their henchmen." 


Roving bands of students, the 


largest group numbering be- 
tween 150 and 200, firebombed 
the vehicles in a thickly popu- 
lated section of central Saigon, 
near the headquarters of tile 
U.S. Navy and the U.S. Agency 
for International Development. 


They firebombed two U.S. ve- 


hicles, a civilian Jeep and a 
Vietnamese police Jeep and at- 
tacked the Navy truck with^ 
firebombs and rocks. 


Tear-Gas Volley 


Four sailors got away from 


the truck but were trapped by 
the 
crowd and pelted with 


rocks and chairs before they 
escaped under a volley of po- 
lice tear-gas. One sailor suf- 
fered a head injury requiring 
stitches. 


In Cholon, the Chinese section 


of the city, 50 disabled war vet- 
erans burned election posters 
bearing Thieu's picture, set fire 
to old tires and charged police, 
who responded with teargas.

The acquittal of Capt. Ernest Medina 


by an Army court-martial on charges of 
murder, manslaughter and assault at 
My Lai is certain to add to the opinion 
that the Army's way of doing things has 
selected Lt. William Galley Jr. as the 
sole scapegoat for punishment for the 
deaths of more than 100 unarmed 
civilians. Such a conclusion is unfair, but 
the Medina verdict leaves a conflict over 
how high in the chain of command 
responsibility can be assigned for 
crimes. 


Galley was convicted of killing at 


least 22 civilians as both a participant 
and the platoon commander in the 
assault on My Lai. In the judgment of the 
court-martial, the legal definition was 
premeditated murder. 


The questions, then, at the court- 


martial of-Medina, who was Galley's 
company commander, were whether 
Medina had knowledge of the killings 
when they were taking place and 
whether he could have stopped them. 
The evidence was that he was not aware 
of what was taking place. 


In the words of one of the jurors, Col. 


Robert Nelson, the judgment was not 
that no war.crimes were committed at 
My Lai but that Medina was not guilty of 
committing war crimes. Difficult as it 
may be, this is the legal comparison 
which must-be made between the Galley 
and Medina verdicts. 


The Army still is to supply its legal 


judgment on the related question of 
whether there was a calculated cover-up 
of what happened at My Lai. While it has 
demoted the division commander, now 
Brig. Gen. Samuel Koster, as a result of 
this investigation, what were once 
charges against 14 officers have cen- 
tered on a charge of responsibility for an 
alleged cover-up in the current court- 
martial of Col. Oran Henderson. 


History will credit the Army with 


meeting a painful responsibility in the 
Galley case. Judgment must still be 
withheld in the Henderson case, but the 
Army has a companion responsibility to 
the nation in explaining and placing 
legal blame for what was either a break- 
down in command communication or a 
cover-up following what happened at My 
Lai. 


The larger question of ultimate 


responsibility, while an answer came 
from the Medina jury, will stilll be 
debated because of the precedents left 
from the war crimes trials after World 
War II. The judgment then, particularly, 
against the Japanese, was that com- 
manders at the highest level could be 
convicted even if they had no direct 
knowledge of specific crimes. Critics 
then, like the late Sen. Robert Taft, 
\varned that one day the ruling would 
come back to haunt the United States.

outside assistance, it seemed likely that 
a lot of Philadelphia residents would 
have demanded that the football 
program, dropped along with other 
sports, drama, art, music, yearbooks 
and student newspapers — and an end to 
600 teaching positions — be reinstated. 
Already there had been protest meetings 
around the city, plans for a mass march 
or demonstration and even a lawsuit by 
some high school football players and a 
cheerleader. The coaches naturally 
were upset but they had a lot of backing 
from many parents and students. 


Whatever one believes about the true 


aims of secondary 
education or 


education at any level, sports probably 
do have an important place, especially 
in major urban areas where authorities 
have trouble enough keeping inner core 
youngsters 
in 
school.

Philadelphia football coach pointed out, 
94 per cent of the 2,000 seniors in varsity 
sports in that city stayed on to graduate 
and 57 per cent went on to college, many 
on- athletic scholarships. Apparently 
these percentages are higher than the 
average in Philadelphia. 


While dedication to any cause, from

mathematics to politics to drama, can 
make for a better person willing to

the emphasis upon varsity sports in 
American life, whether artificial or not, 
probably makes it important. Maybe it's 
even true that some bloodletting on the 
football field provides the observers with 
outlets that keep them from some sort of 
violence themselves. 


Kids from ghetto areas who happen to 


be fine athletes may get chances 
otherwise denied to them although that 
doesn't exactly take care of the spindly, 
clumsy, pre-Charles Atlas course ones. 


The battle, however, may not be over. 


The academic year in Philadelphia must 
end four weeks early next spring 
(what'll they do about track?). There 
has been an amazing alliance of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars and a Socialist 
group, the Philadelphia Labor Com- 
mittee, in favor of the varsity program. 
The rest of the 600 teachers cut who 
didn't happen to be involved in the sports 
program plan to go to court but it doesn't 
seem likely that the Eagles will decide to 
pick up the tab for their salaries too. 


Anyway the episode is an interesting 


commentary upon the values held by a 
lot of Americans. We might expect to 
hear derogatory comments from Vice 
President Agnew, Attorney General 
Mitchell and even some local critics of 
student uprisings and demonstrations — 
but we'll bet we don't.

Declarer 
cashed the spade ace, felling 
the king and drawing the 
opponents' trumps. 


Declarer discarded another 


of dummy's clubs on the 
remaining high diamond and a 
low diamond was ruffed in 
dummy. A heart was ruffed 
by declarer and another dia- 
mond ruffed in dummy. 


Declarer's f i f t h diamond 


was now established. A heart 
ruff placed declarer in his 
hand and dummy's last club 
was discarded on the long 
diamond. Declarer crossruffed 
clubs and hearts and took all 
13 tricks. 


West's double turned out to 


be costly. Declarer scored 200 
for each overtrick for a total 
of 1,390 points. The double 
cost about 700 points or 12 
international match points. 


Should West have doubled? 


Obviously, not on this hand. 
However, before doubling in 
these situations, two questions 
must be answered. Has South 
heard the bidding and has he 
noted the vulnerability? Who 
is South? It just doesn't pay 
to double some declarers.

Archbishop Sheen Speaks to Serra Club

A man who's become a 


household word came to Ap- 
pleton Friday. 


- -Archbishop Fulton J. Sheen, 
was.in town to address the 
Wisconsin Serra Club conven- 
tion. The group, dedicated to 
fostering vocations to the 
priesthood, brotherhood and 
sisterhood, couldn't have pick- 
ed 'a better keynote speaker. 


'After all, the man who 


spoke "to them has become a 
symbol of what the Serra is 
all "about — men and women 
dedicated totally and without 
question to God. 


"We are servants. We serve 


God and you. That is the side 
of priesthood we have forgot- 
ten and you. Serrans have to 
remind us." he told the audi- 
"ence that exceeded 700. 
' Sheen, with a long history of 
service to others and his work 


with the poor, stood as a 
reminder of his words. 


"Vocations" was the title of 


his speech and he developed 
the theme fully by lacing it 
with anecdotes from his ex- 
periences, which held the at- 
tention of the audience to the 
last word. 
He told them to keep fast in 
the faith. He said that only 
God gives vocations and it is 
up to man to develop them. 
He demanded that each priest 
look for prospects within his 
own parish and encourage 
these interested and talented. 


He told them all these 


things in his famous style that 
once gave him a top television 
rating. 


But in the end it was 


because the man himself per- 
sonified what he preached 
that brought the s t a n d ing 
ovations, causing him to com- 
ment: "It's better that the 


audience goes away thinking 
'I could have listened to 
more,' than 'he had three 
chances during the speech to 
end it.' " 
Despite his 76 years, there's 
not much that has changed 
about Sheen from his TV 
days, which made his face 
known to millions. 


The peppery priest, his full 


head of white hair shaking 
vigorously, gestured, cajoled, 
intoned, and praised as he 
talked of his work. 


"God gives v o c a t i o n s . 


That's the one thing we must 
remember first and foremost, 
and that's the one thing we 
forget most often," he declar- 
ed. 
"The Lord only gave us one 
formula for getting vocations 
— prayer — prayer for work- 
ers in his field. 


"How 
often I have heard 


speakers start out with these 


same statements and then 
continue with the words, 'now, 
let's get down to something 
practical," t h e archbishop 
stated sadly. 


The three steps to priest- 


hood, as stated in the Old 
Testament Book of Isaiah, he 
outlined, are: conviction of 
the sanctity of God, humility, 
and purgation. 


"These are the Biblical 


steps and unless we pass 
them, we have no vocation," 
he declared to the audience of 
laymen a n d women and 
clergy. 


And looking down on 
the 


crowd, he also informed them 
that good activity is practical- 
ly worthless in developing 
vocations. "It has to be done 
on a one-to-one basis. Every 
priest knows two or three or 
four boys who have it in them 
to be priests. Encourage it, 
cultivate it," he said. 


Speaker Optimistic About Priesthood 


"The priesthood is not in bad 


shape'. Yes, there are a number 
of serious conflicts, but priests 
seem' more -than content to be 
priests,"

Greeley did the sociological 


study "on the priesthood which 
may be taken into consideration 
at the Synod of Bishops meet- 


ing, Thursday, in Rome.

portunities, weaknesses and fu- 
ture of his chosen profession. 


Transitions 


"The 
problem is we are 


undergoing two transitions sim- 
ultaneously," he said. "We have 
to weather the changes brought 
about by Vatican II, and we 
have become a church of the 


i well-educated, a difficult change 
'because the American Catholic 
Church was built and based 
upon the immigrant and peasant 
stock," Greeley explained. 


"Things were fixed before 


Vatican II. All people and 
priests knew the boundaries and 
hopes of that profession. We had 
well-organized, strict doctrines 
which everyone accepted. We 
had a lifestyle and we had a 
canon law, which was unques- 
tioned. We had things we simply 
took for granted." 


The changes were needed, the 
—There is a rediscovery of the 


sociologist said, "but it is very 
difficult for the older generation 
to accept." 


Opportunities 


Turning to the topic of oppor- 


tunities, Greeley said there are 
a great many of them for 
today's priest, contrary to the 
popular idea that the priesthood 
may be on its way out. 


He gave three reasons for his 


statement: 


—Religion is no longer neces- 


sarily something you inherit, as 
in the past. There is a choice 
and a good priest has a great 
area to work in "if be truly 
believes in his own commit- 
ment." 


—There is a bigger quest for 


community, for this is the age 
of mobility. And a community 
in quest of itself needs a man in 
the center because he can pull 
diverse people together. Here, 
too. the priest is relevant. 


sacred. Every bizarre type of 
religious is practiced these days 
because man has an abiding 
need for the sacred, a need te 
break out of the ordinary and 
come in contact with the mys- 
tic. A priest could do much anc 
is certainly needed. 


Greeley then went on to 


discuss what he termed the 
obstacles to the vocation. 


"There is a lack of visionaries. 


We are short of leaders. We no 
longer have prophets whom we 
follow. I don't know, maybe we 
aren't ready for them in this 
age of skepticism. But we have 
too many who are administra- 
tors and bureaucrats, rather 
than spiritual leaders." 


Another major obstacle listed 


by him is the shortage of 
scholars. "In the past we train- 
ed priests and workers and we 
lost sight of the value of men 
who could pour over books and 
engage in research; men who 
could discover new ideas. And 
now we have none," he said. 


Turning to the future of the 


vocations, Greeley did contend 
that it was not as bleak as often 
painted. 


"We always hear from the 


unhappy priests and nuns who 
leave. They speak on television, 
they write for magazines, they 
give interviews to newspapers 


"The ones who are content, 


and dedicated and happy are 
silent," Greeley said.. 


He hastened to add that this 


was not a condemnation, but a 
fact. "I couldn't condemn, be- 
cause there is a very real 
reason for the silence," he said.

Archbishop Sheen Speaks to Serra Club

A man who's become a 


household word came to Ap- 
pleton Friday. 


Archbishop Fulton J. Sheen 


was in town to address the 
Wisconsin Serra Club conven- 
tion. The group, dedicated to 
fostering vocations to the 
priesthood, brotherhood and 
sisterhood, couldn't have pick- 
ed a better keynote speaker. 


After all, the man who 


spoke to them has become a 
symbol of what the Serra is 
all about — men and women 
dedicated totally and without 
question to God. 


"We are servants. We serve 


God and you. That is the side 
of priesthood we have forgot- 
ten and you Serrans have to 
remind us," he told the audi- 
ence that exceeded 700. 


Sheen, with a long history of 


sen ice to others and his work 
with the poor, stood as a 
reminder of his words. 


"Vocations" was the title of 


his speech and he developed 
the theme fully by lacing it 
with anecdotes from his ex- 
periences, which held the at- 
tention of the audience to the 
last word. 
He told them to keep fast in 
the faith. He said that only 
God gives vocations and it is 
up to man to develop them. 
He demanded that each priest 
look for prospects within his 
own parish and 
encourage 


these interested and talented. 


He told them all these 


things in his famous style that 
once gave him a top television 
rating. 


But 
in the 
end it 
was 


because the man himself per- 
sonified 
what he preached 


that brought the s t a n d ing 


ovations, causing him to com- 
ment: "It's better that the 
audience goes away thinking 
'I could have listened to 
more,' than 'he had three 
chances during the speech to 
end it.' " 
Despite his 76 years, there's 
not much that has changed 
about Sheen from his TV 
days, which made his face 
known to millions. 


The peppery priest, his full 


head of white hair shaking 
vigorously, gestured, cajoled, 
intoned, and praised as he 
talked of his work. 


"God gives v o c a t i o n s . 


That's the one thing we must 
remember first and foremost, 
and that's the one thing we 


ir>o<=f often " h 


"The Lord only gave us one 
formula for getting vocations 
— prayer — prayer for work- 


ers in his field. 


"How 
often I have heard 


sneakers start out with these 
same statements and then 
continue with the words, 'now, 
let's get down to something 
practical," t h e archbishop 
stated sadly. 


The three steps to priest- 


hood, as stated in the Old 
Testament Book of Isaiah, he 
outlined, are: conviction of 
the sanctity of God, humility, 
and purgation. 


"These are the Biblical 


steps and unless we pass 
them, we have no vocation," 
he declared to the audience of 
laymen a n d women and 
clergy. 


And looking down on the 


c'oivd, he also informed them 
that good activity is practical- 
ly worthless in developing 
vocations. "It has to be done 
on a one-to-one basis. Every 


priest knows two or three or 
four boys who have it in them 
to be priests. Encourage it, 
cultivate it," he said. 


Looking d i r e c t l y at the 


priests with his piercing blue 
eyes which haven't lost a 
speck of their former luster, 
he stated, "Every priest, be- 
fore he dies, should leave at 
least 3 vocations behind." 


Continuing on that theme, 


he reminded the audience that 
the first words of Christ in his 
public life were, "Come to 
me," and his last words, "Go 
out into the world." Today we 
have very few comers and too 
many goers from the priest- 
hood. 


"It is time we got back to 


some discipline, order, law 
and commitment," S h e e n 
added.
